Furthermore, at page 6, the third paragraph of section II "Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103, the Applicants submit that Demsey fails to 
teach or suggest a "rule action specifying remap" associated with the virtual name as required by independent claims 1 and 14. The table 
described in Demsey is not used to determine that a rule action that a rule action that specifies remap is associated with the virtual name. 
However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. It should be noted that the limitation as the Applicants argued does not define and/or restrict 
the term "remap". Therefore "a rule specifying remap" can be reason interpreted as -a rule specifying any related information-. As Demsey 
disclosed at col. 3, lines 47-50, "Native resource tracking mechanism tables for associating various different native resources with a specific 
application are provide,. When an applications or a component thereof request a native resource ( a rule action), a handle in a native 
resource handle table is created for the requested native resource when it is allocated to the domain of the application (specifying remap is 
associated with the virtual)". Therefore, Demsey does disclose said limitation as the Applicants argued. 
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
